HOW iT WAS TREATED IN HONGKONG. 


| A-well known memher of the shipping cam-° 


munity inf onjkeng whore opinico i enutled 
| tothe highest consideration, réferring to the 
Paraytaph. we reproduced from the London 
Press, on the subject:of an action for damayes 
for malicious prosecution, and for wages, by the 
crew of a vessel which called at Hongkong:

According (o, the, para- 
graph in question Mr. Justice Lawrence said the 
/ranklin started in February, 1905) from Car- 
dif, with a cargo of coal, and came to Hong- 
kong; where the crew were told that they were 
expected to proceed to a port in Japan. The, 
men refused, whereupon they were taken be- 
fore the Harbour Master, who commitied them 
for 70 days for impeding the navigation of the 
ship. They went to prison, and the ship pro- 
ceeded .o the Japanese port. The men claim- 
ed wages from the time they’ left Hongkong 
until they arrived in England. Judgment 
.was that the plaintifis were entitled to wages 
up to the date when they arived in England, 
No damages could be’ claimed for, malicious" 
Prosecution. A stay of exeention was granted,
